Recognition of the Need of at Once 


Providing an Extension of Institu­ 


tions For the Care of the State’s In­ 


sane Prompts the Governor to Put 


In Force the $75,000 Appropriation 
Recently Made. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 16—The authori­ 
zation of the expenditure of $75,000, 
appropriated by the 1911 legislature 
for the purchase of land for an insane 
colony', will be forthcoming immedi­ 
ately', or so Governor Marshall has 
notified Dr. S. E. Smith, superintend­ 
ent of the eastern hospital for the in­ 
sane at Richmond, the money* to lie 
available some time in the early spring 
of 1913. 
It is said that Dr. Smith, believing 
that Governor Marshall would select 
the eastern hospital for the insane for 
the scene of the Institutional experi­ 
ment. has obtained options on 500 or 
600 acres near the site of the present 
institution. 
The argument of the governor in fa­ 
vor of the proposed colony take - in the 
fact that aitch action must be accom­ 
plished at once or it will be necessary 
for large appropriations to be made 
either for the erection of expensive 
additions to the present hospitals for 
the insane In Indiana or for the build­ 
ing of a new* insane institution. 


A Compromise Plan. 


Dr. Smith ha:- been informed that 
he may go ahead with the plans tot 
the proposed colou 
and that the gov­ 
ernor will make arrangements for the 
money to be transferred for the pur­ 
chase price early next spring. 
The 
idea is a compromise between the sys­ 
tem of handling the insane now* in op­ 
eration in Wisconsin and the system 
of Indiana, which so far has contem­ 
plated only the institutional incarcera­ 
tion of th** insane. 
The Wisconsin 
plan is built entirely* on the cottage 
syste m, win rchy the 
open air and 
mon* < r Ie. s individuality is accorded 
each patient. 
In th* 
Wisconsin plan. also, the 
counties have joint *! together and pay 
om -half of the ex Dense of til** opera­ 
tion of ti** colony, while the state pays 
the other half. 
“We can t start th*- county sy*stem 
in Indiana now,” the governor said. 
“W* 
cither must work along these 
lines or build large additions to the old 
institutions or erect a new one.”

should be reduced. 
In woolen goods 
the tariff on raw’ wool is the very key­ 
stone not only of the dute-s on wool­ 
ens, bu- in an im po. • int sensu of the 
whole system of protection. 
Th* re is 
not a 8taie or territory in the Union 
in which there are not flocks of sheep. 
With rare exceptions, no idly under 
the Wilson bill, when wool has been 
placed on tho free li t. a tariff on wool 
has been imposed from the very foun­ 
dation of the government. 
!t would 
not only be injurious, but even de­ 
structive to th 
welfare of many farm­ 
ing communities extending ovt r coun­ 
ties, States and territories to remove 
this duty. 
The high cost of living prevails all 
over the world where n o ions are well 
advanced, regardless of the protection 
or free trade policies of those nations. 
Wilson and 
other 
Democrats 
have 
backed awa* from their early argu­ 
ments that the tariff causes high cost 
of living. 
Low prices still prevail in 
localities remote from the throbbing 
pulsations of modern life, in places 
where the railroad car and the trolley 
are not in sight and the automobile is 
not in use. 
There are more free men than back 
in the days when prices were cheap. 
There is a greater equality of oppor­ 
tunity. 
Th* re is a constantly rising 
standard of living. 
The conveniences 
and luxuries of one generation are re­ 
garded as necessary in the next. Even 
in humble homes a standard of living 
is made posible which was beyond the 
fondest hopes entertained by genera­ 
tions that hate scarcely passed away. 
There has been a great increase in 
the values of real estate in cities, towns 
and country districts, which can not 
be traced to the tariff laws, but to tha 
general prosperity of the country. The 
consumer must pay for higher rents 
for stores and factories and must pay 
a proportionate share of every increase 
in wages of workmen. 
High cost of living doubtless comes 
from present methods of distribution. 
For every IOO distributors 
in 
1870 
there wrere 700 producers, while in 
I DOO the^e were only 360 producers for 
IOO distributors. 
If a tenth part of the attention now- 
given to the tariff were given to devis­ 
ing and executing a more economical 
system of distribution, greater bene­ 
fits would accrue to the people. 
If careful thought is given to great 
public questions, there need be 
no 
fear of th© outcome. 
It is in impas­ 
sioned promises 
of 
betterment, in 
hasty action that endangers tho future.

New York, Oct. 16.—Sam Schepps, 


Jack Rose's jester and the play boy of 
the 
Rosenthal 
murder, 
testified 


for six hours and a quarter in the 
trial of Lieutenant Becker and exhib- 
ited the qualities that made him the 
joy of the gamblers in their lighter 
hours. 


Murder trials are not supposed to be 


humorous affairs and justices bend se- 
vere slances upon flippant witnesses, 
but Schepps somehow dissipated the 
gravity of the proceedings and light- 
ened the black tale of crime. 
Even 


the austere Judge Goff permitted his 
eyes to twinkle, while some of the 
jurors laughed outright. 


An Extraordinary Specimen. 


Schepps was so pleased with him- 


self, so proud of his skill in copin; 
with iir. Mclntyre. his inquisitor, so 
naive in his appeals to Justice Goff. 
so pugnacious and alert, that the lis- 
teners were most of the time in smiles. 
He took it for granted that the court 
appreciated him at his own valuation 
and Justice Goff seemed to regard him 
as an extraordinary specimen of an- 
other world, one that must not be 
banged about by counsel for fear ol 
the total loss of a curiosity worth 
studying. 


But the amusing characteristics of 


the state's principal corroborative wit- 
ness in the case by no means lessened 
the effect of the testimony h« gave 
against Lieutenant Becker. Resisting 
every device of John F. Mclntyre to 
trap him into admitting that he was 
an accomplice with Rose, Webber and 
Vallon, and insisting that he was kept 
in the dark and used only as an er- 
rand boy by Rose and Webber, Scheops 
swore that the night after the murder 
he talked with Becker in Becker's 
house and that Becker sent this mes- 
sage to Rose: 


"Don't mind anything. I'll fix it all 


right. They have to prove who killed 
Rosenthal before they can convict 
anyone."

Pawpaws, the Hoosier bananas, 


r-re ripe and many lovers of the fruit 
are to be found in the timber daily 
locating pawpaw bushes that are 
bearing this year. There is a won- 
derful supply of the fruit and many 
vill have a feast on their favorite 
fruit. Prom all sections of the coun- 
try come reports of a large crop of 
pawpaws and they promise to be on 
the market in a few days. 


As soon as a pawpaw is nipped by 


frost it begins to turn dark from the 
deep green hue it DOW has. It is then 
ready for eating-. 
Some claim there 


is uo finer fruit than the Indiana 
banana. The fact that the fruit will 
not keep long after being pulled from 
the trees after being nipped, prevents 
;t from becoming as popular in the 
fruit market as it would otherwise. 


In (he fall of the year a number of 


Men make it a practice to take turn 
Jibout going into the country after 
pawpaws. The trips are made daily. 


Timber in this part of the country 


is becoming scarce and in a few more 
years pawpaws will be practically un- 
known, so far as their growing wild. 
But they will probably be cultivated 
:is oilier fruit. 
This is being done 


now in some parts of the state. One 
who is quite familiar with the trees 
lias the following in say of them: 


"It is an easy matter, if people will 


only have patieuce, to grow Hoosier 
bananas. In the first place the see< 
should be planted in the fall of the 
year while it is still fresh. It requires 
a year and a half for the seed to 
germiate. so the sprout will not make 
its appearance until a year from nexi 
spring, provided the seed is plantec 
this fall. 


"The tree is hardy and will grow in 


ar.y kind of soil and ordinarily speak- 
ing, will bear fruit in three years. 


There is ready market in the cities 


for the fruit; but it must be handlec 
quickly. My wife and a number oJ 
neighboring women are planning to 
try to work up a quantity of paw- 
paws this year like other fruits. I am 
anxious to know what success wil 
attend their efforts."

A SOCIALIST MAYOR 


HAD TO GO TO JAIL 


Freedom of Speed! Involved In 


Arrest of Lunn. 


Utica. X. Y., Oct. 1C.—For violation 


of a local ordinance which prohibits 
loitering in streets, Mayor George 
R. Lunn. Socialist mayor of the city ol 
Schenectady; Charles A. Mullen, his 
commissioner of public works, and the 
Rev. 
Herbert A. Berkaman, formerly 


a member of Mayor L,unn's cabinet, 
were arrested in Little Falls. For four 
hours the three men were locked up at 
Little Falls police headquarters. Later 
the Schenectady executive and his two 
companions were permitted their lib- 
erty on their own recognizance. 


The arrest of the three men followed 


nn attempt by them to address a large 
crowd of foreigners, until recently em- 
ployed at the Phoenix knitting mills in 
Little Falls, but who a few days ago 
went out on a strike. 


Chief of Police Long advised the 


men that they were on dangerous 
ground in making the speeches and 
ordered them to move along. Lunn 
and Mullen became engaged in a sharp 
discussion with Chief Long as to the 
law covering free speech and outdoor 
meetings, and the Rev. Mr. Berkaman 
also took a hand. Chief Long there- 
upon placed the trio under arrest and 
scorted them to police headquarters, 
while a mob of strikers trailed at their 
heels. 


Lunn was in a highly indignant 


frame of mind at his arrest and be- 
rated the Little Falls police officials 
and other city authorities in vigorous 
language.

Legislative Appropriation at 


LOOKING TO PEACE 


Turkey and Italy Rcacb a Basis of Un- 


derstanding. 


Ouchy. Switzerland.. Oct. 16.—The 


Turkish and Italian delegates s'sned 
the protocol of the peace preliminar- 
ies at 6 o'clock last night. It is un- 
derstood that the peace agreement will 
be officially signed this week. It is 
stated that in the a.-rroevrcnt Turkey 
accepts the original condition? with- i 
out the'recent modifications. The war ' 
will then stop immediately, Italy with- \ 
drawing Irom the Aegean islands and i 
Turkey from Libya. Turkey now has 
her hands free in the Balkans. 


NEED OF LARGER 
FACILITIES 


Recognition of the Need of at Once 


Providing an Extension of Institu- 
tions For the Care of the State's In- 
sane Prompts the Governor to Put 
in Force the $75,080 Appropriation 
Recently Made. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 16.—The authori- 


zation of the expenditure of ,$75,000, 
appropriated hy the 1911 legislature 
for the purchase of land for an insane 
colony, will be forthcoming immedi- 
ately, or so Governor Marshall has 
notified Dr. S. E. Smith, superintend- 
ent of the eastern hospital for the in- 
sane at Richmond, the money to he 
available some time in the early spring 
of 1913. 


It is said that Dr. Smith, believing 


that Governor Marshall would select 
the eastern hospital for the insane for 
the scene of the institutional experi- 
ment, has obtained options on 500 or 
600 acres near the site of the present 
institution. 


The argument of the governor in fa- 


vor of the proposed colony takes in the 
fact that such action must be accom- 
plished at once or it will be necessary 
for large appropriations to be made 
either for the erection of expensive 
additions to the present hospitals for 
the insane in Indiana or for the build- 
ing of a new insane institution. 


A Compromise Plan. 


Dr. Smith has been informed that 


he may go ahead with the plans for 
the proposed colony and that the gov- 
ernor will make arrangements for the 
money to be transferred for the pur- 
chase price early next spring. 
The 


Idea is a compromise between the sys- 
tem of handling the insane now in op- 
eration in Wisconsin and the system 
of Indiana, which so far has contem- 
plated only the institutional incarcera- 
tion of the insane. 
The Wisconsin 


plan is built entirely on the cottage 
system, whereby the 
open air and 


more or less individuality is accorded 
each patient. 


Tn the Wisconsin plan, also, the 


counties have joined together and pay 
one-half of the expense of the opera- 
tion of the colony, while the state pays 
the other half. 


"We can't start the county system 


in Indiana now," the governor said. 
"We either must work along these 
lines or build large additions to the old 
Institutions or erect a new one."

badge of authority from my own gov- 
ernment before setting forth on a mis- 
sion involving so delicate a point of 
international maritime law as 
that 


•which was here embraced; but the 
saving of time was with me, just then, 
the paramount consideration. The loss 
of a day meant the possible missing 
not only of connections, but of the 
main object of my journey; and so, 
armed with nothing more potent than 
trood health, strong determination, and 
a well-flllod purse I boarded the Kron- 
prinz Wilhclm and started on my diag- 
onal race to head off a quarry -which 
already had twenty-five days' start of 
me. 


Speed being all-important, my wish 


was to travel alone and unencum- 
bered, but at the last moment I was 
persuaded to consent to the company 
of both Evelyn Grayson and Dr. Addi- 
son.

"Fancy one of your American multi- 
millionaires passing coal on a British 
freighter." 


"Passing coal!" I exclaimed. "What 


rot! 
Surely they wouldn't—" 


"Oh, wouldn't they?" he brok« In. 


"That's just what they -would do. Ho 
isn't an able-bodied seaman, is he? 
You can safely wager he's an experi- 
snced stoker, or at least a trimmer by 
this time." 


"Don't, Hartley, don't," I protested. 


"It's too cruel to think of." 


"Never mind, old chap," was his re- 


joinder. 
"There's a good time com- 


ing. We'll have him out and washed 
and dressed and sitting at table with 
us an hour after the old tub lets her 
anchor drop. And I'll wager you a 
tenner that there won't be a miss In 
any part of the programme." 


When, at breakfast, I told Evelyn 


the good news—omitting, of course, 
all reference to the coal-handling sug- 
gestion—she demanded that I hunt up 
Hartley, at once, and present him. 
Discretion, however, seemed to me in 
this Instance, the better part of obedi- 
ence.

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Three Tariff Authorities Prove 


Fallacy of Democratic Theo- 


ries on Protection. 


Since Senator Theodore Burton, of 


Ohio, Congressmen Hill, of Connecti- 
cut, and Campbell, of Kansas, trailed 
Woodrow Wilson across Indiana on 
the Republican "tariff special," the 
public thought in this State has been 
bi ought to a focus on the fact that Re- 
publican protection policies have in 
the past brought about the great per- 
iods of prosperity along business lines, 
that the tariff is not responsible for 
the high cost of living, that there is a 
comprehensive way out of the tariff 
problems, but these ways will be found 
only by careful study, and not by a 
blind plunge into a wholesale revision 
of the schedules. 


The three Republicans who followed 


Wilson over Indiana to discuss with 
the people the Democratic free trade 
policies are all eminent authorities on 
the tariff issues. Senator Burton was 
in Europe for many weeks this last 
summer making diligent study of the 
effects or" free trade in that country 
and how such a policy -.voulj affect 
American workingmen and industries 
should the Democratic party come 
into power after the coning election. 


Senator Burton in his speeches said 


that whenever the people of this coun- 
try have dispassionately 
considered 


the tariff question, they have decided 
in favor of the position taken by the 
Republican party. 
New lines of en- 


deavor can not he undertaken without 
a tariff protection, and a tariff pro- 
motes a diversity of employment and 
affords a field for all the varied capa- 
bilities of a peoply. 
Material reduc- 


tions were made in the tariffs by the 
Alclrich law of 1SC9, applying to indus- 
tries which had become well estab- 
lished. Further reductions are prom- 
ised by the Republicans after a care- 
ful consideration has been given as to 
what lines of industry can withstand 
tariff, revisions and how the best inter- 
ests of the whole people can best be 
served by such revision. 


The 
Democrats, the 
Republican 


speakers held, have in Congress flout- 
ed the whole idea of a tariff commis- 
sion, which should make exhaustive 
inquiry iiio the subject that intelligent 
congressional action could follow. The 
three Corgressmun said that the Dem- 
cciatic majority of the House of Rep- 
resentatives has shown its utter in- 
competence in the framing of numer- 
ous tariff acts. The Democrats under- 
took to place hish pn'.de finished prod- 
ucts ou the free list, products which 
require the highest standard of skill 
and for w-hich the highest wages are 
paid, and at the same time the Demo- 
crats left the crude matter from these 
materials on the dutiable list. 


Most unjust blame has been, visited 


upon the Payne-Aldrich tariff act of 
1909. 
Neither this nor any tariff bill 


.has been an ideal measure. The du- 
ties on woolen goods and some classes 
of cotton no doubt remain high and 
should he reduced. In woolen goods 
the tariff on raw woo! is the very key- 
stone not only of the duties on wool- 
ens, but in an important senss of the 
whole system of protection. There is 
not a State or territory in the Union 
in which there are not flocks of sheep. 
With rare exceptions, notably under 
the Wilson bill, when wool has been 
placed on the free list, a tariff on wool 
has been imposed from the very foun- 
dation of the government. It would 
not only be injurious, but even de- 
structive to the welfare of many farm- 
ing communities extending over coun- 
ties, States' and territories to remove 
this duty. 


The high cost of living prevails all 


over the world where nations are well 
advanced, regardless of the protection 
or free trade policies of those nations. 
Wilson and other Democrats have 
backed away from their early argu- 
ments that the tariff causes high cost 
of living. Low prices still prevail in 
localities remote from the throbbing 
pulsations of modern life, in places 
where the railroad cor and the trolley 
are not in sight and the automobile is 
not in use. 


There are more free men than back 


in the days when prices were cheap. 
There is a greater equality of oppor- 
tunity. There is a constantly rising 
standard of living. The conveniences 
and luxuries of one generation are re- 
garded as necessary in the next. Even 
in humble homes a standard of living 
is made posible which was beyond the 
fondest hopes entertained by genera- 
tions that have scarcely passed away. 


There has been a great increase in 


the values of real estate in cities, towns 
and country districts, which can* not 
be traced to the tariff laws, but to the 
general prosperity of the country. The 
consumer must pay for higher rents 
for stores and factories and must pay 
a proportionate share of every increase 
in wages of workmen. 


High cost of living doubtless comes 


from present methods of distribution. 
For every 100 distributors in 1870 
there were 700 producers, while in 
1900 there were only 360 producers for 
100 distributors. 


If a tenth part of the attention now 


given to the tariff were given to devis- 
ing and executing a more economical 
system of distribution, greater bene- 
fits would accrue to tne people.

public question*, there need be no 
fear ot to* ootoMM. It to la impas- 
sioned promtee* of tMttemeat, la 
baity aetKM tkat wdaattn the MM*.

HIS FINAL MESSAGE TONIGHT 


This Will Be Delivered by Former 


Senator Albert J. Beveridge, Who 
Will Fill the Colonel's Date at Louis- 
ville and There Convey to the Peo- 
ple What Roosevelt Has to Say a» 
His Last Word In the Campaign. 


Chicago, Oct. 16.—Summing up the 


developments of one of the greatest 
presidential contests in the republics 
history, and setting forth what he 
hopes to achieve as president of the 
United Slates, Colonel Theodore Roos- 
evelt's final message in this campaign 
will he delivered in Louisville tonight. 


Former Senator Albert J. Beveridge 


of Indiana will be the means by which 
the colonel will convey this message 
to the people, and he came to Chicago 
last night to learn from the colonel's 
lips just what he wants to leave with 
the voters of this nation as his last 
word in this tremendous conflict. 


Colonel Roosevelt's itinerary, which. 


of course, has been abandoned, called 
for addresses 
in Indianapolis last 


night and in Louisville tonight. When 
he was informed by the surgeons in 
attendance that he probably woulj 
not be able to take a further personal 
part in this campaign, he decided that 
the Kentucky city would be the place 
from which his battle call should be 
Bounded. 


IMr. Beveridge was reached by wire 


and the circumstances explained to 
him. 
He at once started for Chicago, 


but before doing so'waived any claims 
he might have had on the Progressive 
leaders for his own contest and offered 
to go into the neighboring state as the 
bearer of the colonel's message. 


Colonel Enjoying a Rest. 


Theodore Roocevelt is resting eas- 


ily at Mercy hospital, and while it can- 
not be said that he is out of danger, 
his condition shows a slight improve- 
ment. 


The attending surgeons have deem- 


ed it inadvisable to probe for the bul- 
let that was fired by John Schrank in 
Milwaukee 
Monday night into the 


chest wall of the colonel, and which 
entered an inch below the right nip- 
ple, coursed downward and now rests 
near the liver. Tt is tl.eir view that 
there is no immediate danger and no 
attempt will be made for the present 
to locate the bullet unless suppuration 
sets in. The surgeons injected, as a 
precautionary measure, a serum to 
guard against the development or ap- 
pearance of tetanus at a later time. 


That-there is possibility of danger 


from the wound was the admission of 
Dr. Terrell, who accompanied Colonel 
Roosevelt to Chicago. "I would not 
wish to say at this time that he is not 
dangerously wounded," said the sur- 
geon. "The gun was a foul one and 
the bullet passed through too many 
substances before it entered his foody 
for the fear of blood poisoning not to 
be imminent." 


While disinclined to taVh for publi- 


cation except for the official bulletins 
issued, it may be said that the sur- 
geons base a large amount of hope for 
the colonel's ultimate recovery on his 
remarkable physique. They character- 
ize his physical condition as excellent. 
due to habitual exercise and constant 
abstinence from liquor and tobacco. 
Before retiring last night the colonel 
shaved himselt and took a bath un- 
assisted. He then read his Bible for 
a few minutes, turned off his light and 
went to bed. He was fast asleep in a 
few minutes. 


For a while in the evening Colonel 


Roosevelt ^at in bed propped up by 
pillows, with books and magazines 
stacked up around him. His telegrams 
he had read and answered, leaving 
those coming after S p. m. to be an- 
swered today. 
With his spectacles 


comfortably adjusted, all his books 
within reach, bis downy pillows re- 
placed by cushions of curled hair, he 
told the night nurse assigned to his 
room that all he wanted was within 
his reach, vn<\ that no one need worry 
about him till he began worryiug for 
them. 
HP said he felt fine and told 


the doctor that unless the injection of 
the tetanus anti-toxin interfered he 
would have the "Prst real comfortable 
evening to "hiirEcir" he had enjoyed in 
many days.
